Having always admired anything Dutch, 
including paintings, tulips and their well 
nourished inhabitants skimming about on 
skates, it was a distinct shock to hear that | 
they had accepted this brigand as. their 
national bug. 
| Close-ups and other pictures of the creature 
were passed around to about half the women 
present who seemed ready to faint at its 
appearance, and the remainder of the audi 
ence sighed with relief when some sensitive 
soul was too overcome to pass the beetle 

It was voted to send stalwart representa 
tives from the club to the conference. 

M. A. Davis then arrived to speak on 
“Planting Practices.” Mr. Davis might 
almost be called an honorary member of the 
club he has appeared before it so often with 
| words of wisdom. 

Accordng to the speaker even before you 
have anything to plant you must prepare for 
it. Neat angles must be dug in the soil far 
heeling in, andlater, when ready for a tree or 
shrub to be placed permanently, a hole two 
feet deep should be dug. After this back 
breaking exercise the lady with one foot on 
| the spade must feel as though her other was 
| half in the grave 
| “Spend five cents on the plant but five 

dollars on the hole” is worth remembering, 

The bush, fresh and moist, must be set just 
deep enough and no deeper, and here any 
woman who can make a good layer 
should accomplish a successful piece of 
planting 

First a layer of cinders or stone, next a 
layer of fertilizer, then loam—three layers 
altogether—are shoveled into the hole 

At this point there is need of decided ac 
tion. Jumping and prancing about the inno 
cent bush, the gardener executes an Indian 
war dance until the soil is well packed down 

Mr. Davis politely hinted that the lady 
with large feet has a decided advantage over 
her frailer sisters. But when planting delicate 
seedlings, he advised changing the tempo and 
substituting hand work

Talk on Crime Given 
by State Police Head 


(Continued from page 1 


methods now in vogue in the fie Id of crime is 
the widespread use of modern weapons in 
cluding machine guns, sawed-off shotguns, 
the latest in pistols and revolvers, and in the 
Needham case the home-made silencer. An 
element in crime which the general 
considered is the youth of the criminals 
whose average age is nineteen to twenty-one 

One other element which the polic e head 
discussed was organization, which is a de 
velopment from prohibition. The bootleg 
industry required a large organization with 
the factors of equipment including ships, 
trucks, and radios; financing, and distribu 
tion. The gangsters had to have their own 
police forces, that is, their own gunmen to 
prevent hijacking by rivals rather than inter 
ference from the police 

The end of prohibition threw a large num 
ber of these gunmen onto society. Accus 
tomed to riding about on liquor-laden trucks 
with guns in hand ready for action, these men 
could not be expected to nonchalantly join 
the CCC or dig ditches. Other means of 
getting money were sought, and holding up 
banks, a five-minute job which yields $20,000 
naturally attracted this type of man. Con 
sequently, the general asserted, a serious 
situation now exists, and the fact that three 
criminals are now behind the bars does not 
mean that this situation has become 
serious. Statistics concerning the number of 
kidnapings and murders in the United States 
and the millions of finger prints in the Bureau 
of Criminal Investigation in Washington 
were used to illustrate this point All these 
millions who are known to the government 
are not all killers, but the transition from a 
minor crime to murder is an easy and fre 
quent one, according to the police head 

The other army in this war is the police, to 
which the general next directed his attention 
Many people believe that the police ate 
organized to protect the citizen’s person and 
property and to the end that bank hold-ups, 
kidnaps, and murders can be prevented. This 
the general emphasized is absolutely impos- 
sible of attainment. It is obvious that if three 
men want to go out and kill a man, they can 
do it. Policemen standing on either side of a 
man cannot keep him from being shot, the 
general pointed out. The idea of prevention of 
crimes of this kind is impracticable, and it is 
not reasonable to expect the police to actually 
prevent them, continued Needham, The only 
way to stop crime is to make the apprehen 
sion of the criminal so quick and so certain 
and his punishment so quick and so certain 
as to drive him into some other jurisdiction 
or to make him follow some other career, 
argued the chief of the state police force. The 
first part of this requirement constitutes the 
duty of the police, according to the general, 
who emphasized his proposition by stating 
that if you catch 19 out of 20 bank robbers, 
there will be far fewer of these crimes com 
mitted, but that if only one out of twenty is 
apprehended, then holding up banks comes 
to be regarded as a lucrative business 

General Needham then went on to discuss 
the police from this point of view, considering 
the problem under the heads of training, 
In regard to 
training the speaker mentioned the fact that 
in the olden days the older policemen trained 
the younger, but that today when crime is no 
longer local and it is necessary to combat the 
criminal’s speed, gunpower, intelligence, and 
organization, there is need of more training 
than the local department can give. What is 
obviously required is a school to be operated 
by the commonwealth, in which all local 
police might prepare and from which a certiti 
cate stating that the particular policeman had 
satisfactorily passed the required forces 
could be secured. Furthermore, the general 
continued, all officers should be protected by 
civil service. If these two things were done. 
the efficiency of the police would be raised 
considerably

| by Needham would be to train the police 


candidates in shooting and the policeman 
would have to qualify as an expert marksman 
before he could “graduate " At present there 
are not sufficient facilities for the officers to 
learn to shoot, and there are police depart 


ments where no shooting is ever done from | 


year to year. This, claims the police head, is 
not the fault of the police department, but is 
due to the failure of town and municipal 
othcers to appropriate money for this pur 
pose 

Turning next to equipment, General 
Needham reiterated that speed was essentia 
today in the apprehension of the criminal. As 
soon as the crime is committed, information 
as complete as possible, should be dissemin 
ated to all police departments. The proper 
vehicles for this are the teletype and the 
radio, he said. Only half of the 122 forces in 
Massachusetts have any radio and these are 
incompletely equipped, while outside of 
Greater Boston there are only three tele 
types. The local policemen know that these 
things are necessary, but again the municipal 
officials have failed to provide. The argument 
that a town or city cannot afford this equip 
ment is absurd, for the radio costs only sixty 
dollars. The commissioner of public safety 
cited several cases in which criminals had 
been apprehended in as few as two minutes 
after the news of the crime had been broad 
cast 

In regard to organization, General Need 
ham peinted out the absurdity of the old 
fashioned idea of restricting the police within 
the imaginary lines of the community boun 
daries, and argued that all police officers 
should be given state-wide power, Theamount 
of cooperation among the 122 different de 
partments at present depends too much on 
the personal relations existing between the 
chiefs concerned and the varying ideas of the 
importance of a crime in two different towns 
Jealousy and rivalry are too often factors in 
the relations between two police forces, the 
commissioner claimed 

Something should be done to get equip 
ment for those departments which cannot get 
it themselves, for it is silly to send an army 
into a war without proper equipment and 
training; although local officers who know 
their district and the people who live there 
are needed, for complete efliciency a state 
wide police organization is absolutely neck 


ary; and above all police departments must 
be freed from political control and interfer 
ence so that the chiefs may preform their 
duties as they see fit and without worry of 
tepping on anyone's toes. Those are three 


further needs which require immediate action 


Ihe proposal which General Needham 
believes would be most effective in ameliorat 
ing the distressing conditions mentioned 


above and in allowing the police of the com 
monwealth to combat criminals is that made 
at the organization meeting of the Committee 
for Public Safety in Boston on Tuesday, A 
bill which contains these and

officials in charge of apy ypriations. All 
officers would have state-wide jurisdiction 
and the present state facilities, such as the 
fingerprint bureau and the detective bureau, 
and the ballistics department would be en 
larged. The state would subsidize towns and 
cities which met the state requirements just 
as is done by the education department of 
the commonwealth, This bsidy could be 
withdrawn at any time that the municipality 
failed to follow the recommendations of the 
commission 

Whenever a major crime was committed, 
the responsibility for the investigation of the 
crime would be on the commission, A com 
missioner would immediately go to the scene 
of the crime, would command the police 
departments in that section, and all news in 
connection with the crime would be given to 
the press only by him 

This plan proposed by the Vigilantes is 
advantageous to all the citizens in the state, 
General Needham believes. Public opinion 
will be in favor of the bill but there will be 
resistance partly due to inertia and partly due 
to lack of understanding of the measures in 
the bill due to the newness of the idea. If 
public opinion can be suffick: ntly aroused, the 
commissioner believes, the legislature will be 
convinced of the desirability of this bill which 
will enable the police to cope with the crim 
inals and stem the tide of crime

Talk on Leisure 
at Village Meeting 


The American Home Committee, Mrs 
Walter Curtis, chairman, presented Mrs 
Katherine Osborne, of the Students Union of 
Boston as‘the guest speaker at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Shawsheen Village 
Woman's club Monday evening. Music was 
furnished by a trio consisting of Mrs Joseph 
Ashton, violin; Mrs. Clyde White, flute and 
Mrs. John C. Angus, piano. They played a 
group of Russian compositions which were 
enthusiastically received by the large audi 
ence 

Mrs. Osborne chose for her subject, ‘* What 
Can a Family Do with Its Leisure Time 
without Money,” and in her opening re 
marks she said she had been the mother ef 
ten thousand children in her capacity as 
director of the Students Union which con 
sists of young people from all over the world 
who come to Boston to study and find a real 
home there with her. Her problem was to 
teach these young people how to use their 
leisure time and lead an interesting life 
without much money. Mrs. Osborne said the 
first thing was to do something creative 
which would enrich the soul Naturally these 
young people from all over the world who had 
come to Boston to study art, drama, litera 
ture, household arts, and technical persuits 
had a diversity of hobbies, so each group 
started collecting articles and pictures per 
taining to their particular interest.

Late Composer’s 
Works in Program 


At the Free Congregational church Sun 
day, March 11, the organ selections will be 
taken from the works of Everett E. Truette 
distinguished Boston organist, composer, and 
teacher who died, suddenly December 16, 
1933. 

Ernest L. Thornquist, a pupil of Mr 
lruette’s, and a charter member of the 
Truette Organ Club, has chosen “ Hymnus,” 
also “Meditation” and “Grand Choeur’’ | 
from “G Minor Suite,” as representative of 
the excellent, devotional type church 
music composed by Mr. Truette. These num 
bers will be played in honor of the com 
poser’s birthday, March 14 

Phe late Mr. Truette in his youth spent 
several years in Andover and graduated from 
Phillips academy in 1878. A pupil of Haupt of 
Berlin, Guilmant in Paris, and Best in Lon 
don, he has given organ instruction to 565 
pupils, of whom more than 300 are in regular 
positions in the United States and Canada 
He had given 400 recitals, including two at 
the Buffalo Exposition, and at the World’s 
Fair in St. Louis. He dedicated seventy-eight 
church and municipal organs. He was a} 
church organist for fifty-three years, the last 
thirty-five being at the Eliot Congregational 
church, Newton. He served as editor of 
musical publications, and for ten years was 
editor of the organ department of the Etude 
He was a graduate of the New England Con. | 
servatory and of Boston University, receiving 
his degree in music in 1883, after which came 
his years of study in Berlin, Paris and Lon 
don. Returning home in 1886 Mr. Truette 
acted as choirmaster and organist of three 
churches, which necessitated playing seven 
services each week 

Mr. Truette was one of the founders of the 
American Guild of Organists and served as 
dean of the New England Chapter in 1905 
and 19006. 


Outstanding as was his work as a sincere | 


musician, even greater was his intluence as a 
fine Christian gentleman, whose beautiful 
friendly character meant so much to his 
associates and disciples, and enriched his 
busy life with the affection and the devotion 
of all with whom he worked and lived,
